Mr. Davis seémed much better during the 
early part of yesterday, aud his improved con- 
dition wasremarked by the doctors and his 
family. He had a pain in his bowels during 
the day, but the serious feature appeared just 
a few minates before 6 o'clock. 

THAT FATAL CHILL. . 

Then the illustrious patient was stricken 
with a severe congestive chill. The doctors 
were not present. at the time, but Judge Fen 
ner’s family and Mrs. ‘Davis did everything to 
soothe the sufferer. It was7o’clock befvre 
Dr. Bickham and Dr, Chaille, two of the most 
famous practitioners in the south, arrived and 
consulted ovér the condition of the patient. 
His change was.a surprise, totally dnexpected 
to those in constant attendance, and the skill- 
ed eyes of the medical men saw in it the-bde- 
ginning of the end. They continued with the 
patient until tis death, however, and made 
every possible effart to.avoid the inevitable. 

_Mr. Davis remained in a comatose condi- 
tion, and the attendants could see no signs of 
consciousness. Mrs. Davissaid she occasional! 
felt the return of a pressure of the hand, 
although he could neither speak nor make a 
Sign. ‘This was the scene in the sick chamber 
as the houts passed. The only variation was 
the arrival of Edwin H. Farrar, husband of 
Mr. Davis’s niece, and of Judge and Mrs. 
Charles E. Fenner, who had been sent for at 
the opera. 

AT THE BEDSIDE, 
when the end came, were Mrs. Davis, Mr. J. 
U. Payne, Mr.and Mrs, Judge Charles E. 
Fenner, Mr. E. H. Farrar, Mrs,Smith, a grand- 
niece of Mr. Davis; Mr... D. Fenner, son of 
the justice; Dr. C. J. Bickham and Dr. S. E. 
Chaille. The lamp of life waned low as the 
hour of midnight arrived;ner did it flicker into 
the brightness of consciousness at any time. 

Eagerly, yet tenderly, the watchers gazed 
at the face of the «dying chieftain. 
His face, always calm and pale, gained addi- 
tional pallor, and at a quarter of one o’clock of 
the morning of this sixth day of December, 
death came to the venerable leader. There 
was nothing remarkable about the death bed 
scene. The departure of the spirit was gentle 
and utterly painless. There were no dry eyes 
in the little assembly about the bed, and every 
heart bled with auguish which found vent in 
Mrs. Davis’s sobs and cries. 

Immediately after the death, Mrs. Davis 
was led up stairs to the bedroom of Mrs. Fen- 
ner, where the ladies tried to assuage her grief. 
She bore the awful blow bravely, but her 
breathing was labored and her condition so 
weak that the two doctors consulted her. Thay 
pronounced her weakness to be that only con- 
sequent on-strain and grief, and said that 
nothing was to be feared. 

THE FIRE BELLS RUNG. 

The illness of Mr. Davis had been watched 
with deep anxiety here and arrangements had 
been made to announce his death by the ring- 
ing of the fire bells: Word was, therefore, 
telephoned to the central station at 12:50 this 
morning, and.in a few minutes the mournful

WHERE WILL HE BE BURIED? 

Judge Fenner and Mr. Farrar have the af- 
fairs of the dead statesman in hand, but the 
latter gentleman last night stated that he and 
Judge Fenner would not take any step looking 
to the funeral until they had held a consulta- 
tion with Mrs. Davis, who is at present too 
much grieved by her severe loss to be a 
proached on the subject. Mr. Farrar is fully 
acquainted with all the details of Mr. Davis's 
will, but he stated that he did not know but 
that Mrs. Davis received some final wish from 
her husband regarding the place of burial. 
Mr. Farrar did not knowifthe burial would 
take place in this city or elsewhere, and al 
though he and Judge Fenner had been re- 
quested to act as they saw fitin the premises, 
Mrs. Davis had not intimated where she de- 
sired the interment to be made. , 

MAYOR SHAKESPEARE’S PROCLAMATION, 

Mayor Shakespeare bas issued a proclama- 
tion announcing Mr. Davis’s death, and invit- 
ing the presidents of exchanges and commer- 
cial bodies and a number of prominent citizens 
to meet at the city hall in order that proper 
arrangements may be made for the funeral. 
The mayor says: 

It is with the deepest regret that I announce to 
the people of the city of New Orleans the departure 
from this life of Jefferson Davis. He needs no 
eulogy from me. His life is a history, and his 
memory is enshrined in the hearts of every man.

LYING IN STATE. 


The Remains Removed to the Ci*y Hall— 
Arrangements for the Funeral. 

New Orveans, December 6.—In response to 
the proclamation of Mayor Shakespeare, a 
number of representative citizeng assembled 
in the mayor’s parlor, at the city hall, this 
afternoon to arrange for the funeral of the late 
Jefferson Davis. It was agreed that the body, 
which has been enbalmed, be removed from 
the residence of Mr. Payne tonight. to the city 
hall, where it will rem@in until Wednesday 
next, in charge of a uniformed guard of honar. 
composed of members of the association of 
confederate veterans, assisted by the military. 
This action is taken m order to enaole citizens 
from every section of the south to attend the 
funeral. It is expected that many volunteer 
military organizations will attend in a body. 
Governor Nichols, of this state, havi been 
notified of Mr. Davis’s death, will ue a 
proclamation advising that.all business be sus- 
pended on Wednesday next, the day of the 
funeral. Mr. Davis's remains will be deposited 
temporarily in the vault of one of the associa- 
tions of confederate veterans. The meeting 
appointed an executive committee, who will 
arrange the details of the funeral.

large oil painting of the deceased harigs on the 
wall of the chief clerk’s roomywhich immedi- 
ately adjoius the office of the secretary. Itis 
surrounded by portraits of otherex-seerctaries, 
including Simon Cameron, General Schofield 
and Messrs. Floyd and Conrad. It bears the 
following inscription: ‘Jefferson Davis, sec- 
retary of war, 1853-’57— Pierce’s administra- 
tion.”’ 

There was no crape about the,portrait and the 
flags over the building, which has always been 
half-maated on the death» of an ox-seoretary, 
today floats in a good breeze from its usual 
place at the top of the staff. 

Secretary Proctor was seen this morning and 
asked what course the department would pur-: 
sue in regard to Mr. Davis’s death. He said: 

“I see no occasion’ for any action, whatever. 
It would subserve no gooill purpose that I can 
see. It is betterto let the matter rest in 
oblivion—sleep, ifit will and to relegate it to 
the past, than to do anything that would revive 
memories thus forgotten. “ —_ 

Several army officers in talking about the 
case, approves the secretary’s determination 
to ignore the matter and said there was really 
no other.courss to take in view of the fact 
that thecitizenship of Jefferson Davis has 
never been restored. 

TALKS WITH SOUTHERN REPRESENTATIVES. 

But few of the southern represeritatives 
about the capitol today could be induced to talk 
about Mr. Davis’a career, fearing in many in- 
stances that their remarks would be miscon- 
strued. Representative Mills, of Texas, how- 
ever, spoke his mind freely to the following 
effect : 

“Mr. Davis was regarded by southern people 
as one of the greatest, best and purest men in 
the world. Weal! loved him. He was our 
representative man, and all of the southern 
people understeod that the opposition he en- 
countered and the adverse criticisms piled 
upon him were intended forthem. His posi- 
tion was misunderstood in the north. 
Mr. Davis was a union man at the 
beginning, and he adopted the course’ he 
did with great reluctance, but with a feeling 
of duty. He was deeply attached to the union, 
and wanted toexhaust very means on earth 
to prevent arupture. He was.not.a vindictive 
or cruel man. He had perfect confidence in 
himself, was well balanced on.-all occasions, 
and was a great military man and statesman. 
He wa3 highly accomplished and spoke the 
best of English. His memory was marveliously 
clear; he never [forgot anybody. My prede- 
cessor, Geddings, told me that one day Davis 
was addressing a crowd when a snowy-haired 
old man on the outskirts expressed a desire to 
greet the speaker, whom he had known 
and served underin the Mexican war. Ged- 
dings offered to introduce him, but the old 
man declined, and going up to Mr. Davis, 
offered him his hand and asked if he recog- 
nized him. Mr. Davisdixed his eyesu 
for a moment, hie mouth twitched, 
sprang into his eyes; and he exelaimed: 
‘*Ward, snow has fallen on your head since I 
last saw you; and that,’’said Mr. Mills, “was 
about forty years before the meeting.”’ 

Representative Clements, of Georgia, said: 
‘(A good man is zane. He was permitteditolive 
to see the largely modified the barsh criticism 
eugendered by the late strife. and events in 
which he took such a prominent part, and the 
ultimate verdict of the world will be that he 
was both a statesman and patriot. In time to 
come the north will accord in that judgment, 
as well as the south and the rest.of the world. 
Ido not believe that any man was ever ani- 
mated by more pure and patriotic motives than 
he was. The people of my section have the 
greatest reverence for htm.” 

Representative Turner, of Georgim, sala: 
‘Mr. Davis’s death will leave no person embit- 
tered against him, and his decease will be a 
matter of universal regret thronghout the 
south. He wasa man of great ability aud of 
unsurpassed public accomplishments.’’ 

Ex-Attorney-Genera] Garland said: ‘Yes, 
I knew Mr. Davis quite well, as I was near 
him almost daily from Montgonfery, Ala., to 
Richmond, during the whole time of the war 
between the states, I regarded him as a.map of 
fine attainments; polished and accomplished, 
brave and courageous and true to his princi- 
ples; and I believe the confederacy came as 
near succeeding under his presidency as it 
would have done under that of any other man. 
As to the place history will give him, that is 
the nipst difficuit question to answer, 
at any” time, and as to any man; 
but I lieve when his whole life 
and charactér are considered and analyzed in 
av unclouded:atmosphere, by a cool dispassion- 
ate people, he will hold a very high place in 
history.’’ 

Justice Lamar sald that it was with great 
reluctancé that he could speak of Mr. Davis 
at this time, so soon after his death, which he 
(the justice) felt deeply. He expressed a will- 
ingness to answer briefly any question which 
might be asked, and in reply to those, said: 
“The whole people of Mississippi sre in grief. 
They regard him asa much beloved country- 
man, who has suffered much for their sake. 
My own personal relations with him were not 
only kind, but affectionate. As a public man, 
my estimate of him was of the most exalted 
character. He wasaman of intellect, honor 
and statesmanship. He was the friend and 
sympathizer of young men, whom he was 
always readytoaid. When I came to con- 
gress in 1857, a young man, Mr. Davis was then 
a senator. He received me with kindness, and 
througbout my life I have been indebted to 
him for kindness, counsel and aid.’’ 

Senator Georgia said: ‘‘I was a member of 
the meeting this evening which passed resolu- 
tions on the death of Mr, Davis, and I regard 
them as a truthful and eloquent statement of 
the feelings of the people of the south in rela- 
tion totheir great leader. Whatever may be 
said of Mr. Davis by some of his contempora- 
ries who differed with him, I am sure the 
judgment of posterity will be that he wasa 
pure and patriotic citizen.’’ 

Senator Walthall said: ‘‘Mr. Davis, in his 
last day, had a stronger hold on the affections 
of his own people than he had in the time of 
his greatest er.

DAVIS IN THE SENATE | 


RECOLLECTIONS OF THE Of FICIAL 
STENOGRAPHER. 


JEFFERSON DAVIS WAS A LEADER 


Respected by Both Sides of the Chamber— 
His Attention ite the Employes—A 
Talk with Senator Reagan. 


- 


Wasuinaton, December 6.—There aré not 
many persons about the capitol now who were 
there when Jefferson Davis was in the sevate 
thirty years ago. E. V, Murphy, one of the 
official stenographers of the senate, was a boy. 

‘just beginning shorthand work, during the 
latter part of Mr. Davis's politicalicareer under 
the national government. He remembers Mr. 


Davis weil, and speaks of him very highly. | 


*He was,’ said Mr. Murphy, ‘a nervous, en- 
ergetic speaker, and very impressive. He 
spoke rapidly and forcibly, and as if he were 
thoroughly inearnest. This earnestness and 
force madehim highly effective. He was a 
leading man in the senate and gave every one 
who saw him the impression that he was a 
born leader. 
HE WAS NOT A DEMAGOGUE, 

and would always take the unpopular side of 
apy question when he believed he was right. 
In his speeches in the senate he was not nearly 
so outspoken a secessionist as his colleague, 
Brown, of Mississippi. Brown appeared -to 
fear that Davis would stand better with the 
people of Mississippi than himself, and for that 
reason took a very radical! tone in his southern 
speeches. But when the time for secession 
came he could not make a farewell address. 
Brown burst into tears in the office of the sec- 
retary of the senate, and said he cou!d not do 
it. The galleries were crowded when Mr. 
Davis made his farewell address with the 

ung southern men and boys. Davis was the 

ader of the south, and Judah P. Benjamin 
was itsorator. These were exciting times; but 
there was never such a scene as when Benja- 
min made his farewell speech. The galleries 
were packed, and when Eenjamin ended by 
saying, ‘The south will never surrender— 
never, never, never!’’ bandkerchiefs were 
waved and thrown into the senate chamber, 
and there was an outbreak such as I have 
mever seen in the senate. 

Speaking of Mr. Davis’s personal qualities, 
Mr. Murphy said that he was courteous and 
kind to all. ‘He gave strangers,’’ said Mr. 
Murpliy, ‘an impression that he was reserved 
avd unapproachable, but this is not so. His 
quick, nervous temperament made him easily 
nettied, and when he was disturbed he would 
sowetimes make a sharp retort, but would 
apologize for it the next moment. He stood 
very high in the estimation of senators on both 
sides of the chamber. His long and various 
services, and his practice of entertaining, gave 
bim a wide acquaintance. In those days most 
of the senators and members lived in hotels 
and boarding houses, Money was not s0 
abundant, aud many of them lived in quarters 
which a government clerk would not now 
occupy. Messrs. Davis, Slidell and a few 
others, were the only southern men who kept 
house, and they entertained, in a luxurious 
manner, for those days, although it would not 
be thought so now. recollect, particularly, 
how kind Mr. Davis was to all the employes 
about the senate. He knew them all person- 
ally; would ask after them and after their 
families, when they had any. He compli- 
mented the stenographic reports of the senate. 
He was a favorite with all the employes, and 
that was because he would always endeavor to 
secure extra compensation for them.”’ 

Several years ago Murphy wrote to Mr. 
Davis in regard to two pictures which he had 
secured atasale of a collection of Picture 
Dealer Lamb. The history of the pictures 
made it probable that they had belonged 
to Mr. Davis. A letter from him was re- 
ceived by Mr. Murphy, in which he said that 
the pictures had been stolen from him, and 
that he had had too much experience with 
piliage during the war to buy back his property 
twice. 

Representative Spinola, of New York, is one 
of the few persons now in congress who was 
acqainted with Mr. Davis when he was a 
senator of the United States and a member of 
the cabinet. He says that at that time Mr. 
Davis was looked upon as one of the leading 
men of the country. He was of bright intel- 
lect, of great determination and firmness, and 
the leader:always. But like many other 
bright men, he went off on a tangent, tried to 
break up the government, and died virtually 
an exile. For his conduct preceding and 
during the war, he is generally condemned in 
the north, but condemnation could not efface 
his previous record. 

A TALK WITH SENATOR REAGAN. 

Senator Reagan was seen at the telegraph 
office this afternoon just as he was sending a 
telegram of condolence tothe family of Mr. 
Davis. In answertoa question by an Asso- 
ciated Press reporter, he said: 

‘*I served with Mr. Davis in the cabinet of 
the confederacy, from the beginning to end as 
his postmaster general.”’ 

‘‘What were his characteristics ?’’ 

‘“‘He wasa man of great labor, of great 
learning, of great integrity, of great purity.’ 

‘‘What, from your knowledge and acquaint- 
ance with the man, was the principal motive 
which actuated him going into the rebellion?”’ 

“To secure a government that would be 
friendly to the people. He was an intense be- 
liever in the doctrine that states should con- 
trol absolutely their domestic affairs, and that 
the general government had no power or 
authority to act outside of matters specially 
delegated to it.”’ 

“There was, then, no vindictiveness, no 
hostility, tothe northern people ?”’ 

**Not at all—not at all. Sofar from that being 
the case, Mr. Davis had served in the army 
and in the war department, had been a mem~« 

ber of both brances of congress, during all of 
which experience he associated with the 
northern people in such relations that fora 
wear or two before the war radical southern 

eaders did not confer with him at all. Iknow 
this, for I was here and familiar with what he 
was doing. He was elected to the presidency 
of the confederacy because they recognized his 
ability and imtegrity of character, and knew 

that he could be depended on.”’ 

*Did his trouble during the war with Gen- 
@ral Joinston grow out of alack of confidence 
ex pressed before the rebellion began ?’’ 

‘I do not care togo into that trouble, for 
it is one about which I know but little. This 
much,*however, I can say, that before the 
difference arose between them, (and related to 
questions of rank and precedence merely in ap- 
pointments,) they were best of friends.

EMIN PASH A’S CONDITION. 


The Physicians Say His Chances for Life Are 
Very Slim. 

Lonpon, December 6,—Stanley communi- 
cates to Burdett-Couttes by cable that the 
condition of Emin Pasha is in the greatest de- 
gree critical, and that German naval surgeons 
who have seen him, declare ‘that only twenty 
in a hundred of such cases ever recover, this 
percentage including all cases of men in the 
vigor of life. Emin’s age is not great, but his 
physical condition is not good. In addition to 
other bad symptoms, the hemorrhage from the 
the ears continues, and though it prevents the 
immediate formation ofa large clot in the 
brain, menaces life by the loss of strength. He 
is lying in the German hospital at Bagamoyo. 
Dr. Park still has some hopes. 
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THE SOUTHERN PENITENTIARY: 


The Opinion Prevails that It Will Be Located 
in Atlanta. 


WASHINGTON, December 6.—[Special.]—It 
is probable that within a short while Atlanta 
wlll have a federal penitentiary. Judge 
Stewart, in the last congress, introduced a 
bill for the establishment of two federal pris- 
ons for violators§of the United States laws, one 
to be located in the north and one in the 
south. It was, at the time, generally under 
stood that the southern one should be located 
at Atlanta. The bill was reported favorably 
by unauimous yote from the judiciary com- 
mittee, but on account of the tariff discussion, 
was never gotten before the house upon its 
passage.

CONGRESSMEN UNEASY ABOUT 


Some Lawyers Say the Government Is Re- 
sponsible— While Others Say the Mem- 
bers of Congress Will Lose. 


IT 


Wasuineaton, December 6.—The special 
committee, charged with investigating the 
accounts of the office of sergeant-at-arms, met 
in the room of the house committee on public 
lands at 10:30 this morning. After formally 
organizing.the committee went into secret ses- 
sion in order to map outa plan of procedure. 
At the end of half an hour word was sent to 
Leedom that the committee desired his pres 
ence. Leedom, accompanied by ex-Congress- 
man Phil Thompson, whom he has retained as 
counsel, responded to the summons, but Mr. 
Thompson was denied admission. ~Leedom 
has made another searching examination. of 
the books of bis office, and places the amount 
of the defaleation at $71,800. 

LEEDOM'’S EXAMINATION 

was confined to an investigation of the manner 
in which the business has been transacted in 
bis office in its various ramifications with the 
treasury, national banks and representatives. 
It lasted nearly an hour, and he was followed 
on the stand by J. W. Whelpley, assistant 
United States treasurer. He testified as to the 
mode in which drafts of the sergeant-at-arms 
of the house are presented and paid at the de~- 
partment. 

After hearing Whelpley’s statement, the 
committee made an investigation into the 
legal aspect of the case, with a result 
most unsatisfactory to members whose sala- 
ries are in arrears. Although the matter is 
still an open question, it appears, asa result of 
the lequiry thus far, that responsibility for 
the loss cannot be located. Asthe bond of 
the sergeant-at-arms was given to cover the 
performance of his official duties, it cannot be 
seen how his bondsmen can be held forany 
loss incurred by him, acting as a disbursing 
otticer without any authority of law, or how 
his private property could be touched. Sil- 
cott’s bond might ibly be held good, but 
even this is doubtful. Much depends upon its 
phraseology, and then, as it was given to 
assure Leedom against loss, it must be made 
apparent that that officer has sustained a per- 
sonal loss before his bondsmen could be called 
upon. Altogether 

THE SITUATION IS DISTRESSING 
to those members who at first had no doubt 
that they would promptly recover their miss- 
ing salaries. Having exhausted the knowledge 
of treasury officers, the committee went down 
into the office of the sergeant-at-arms, and 
turning out everybody not connected with the 
office, , Stand an examination of a formidable 
array of books and accounts. In this work 
they were aided by treasury experts, and all 
day tomorrow will probably be occupied in this 
examination. 

DOES NOT OWE SILCOTT MONEY. 

Ex-Congressmen David R. Paige, of Ohio. 
bondsman for Leedom, emphatically denies 
the statement which has gained some currency 
that he was indebted to Silcott, the defaulting 
employe of the sergeant-at-arms office. He 
says he owes Silcott no money, whatever. 
Representative Adams, chairman of the in- 
vestigating committee, says thatno evidence 
of Paige’s indebtednes to Silcott has been 
bss to light. Adams says thatthe story 
that Silcott has gone to New York to collect 
money for Paige, is doubtless one of Silcott’s 
lies invented to gain time. 

How the Members Feel. 

WASHINGTON, December 6.—[{Special.|—The 
members who have lost their November sala- 
ries by the defalcation of Cashier Silcott, feel 
better today, for the ablest lawyers among the 
congressmen have expressed the opinion that 
the government is liable and the money will 
be recovered. They state that Sergeant-at- 
Arms Leedom is under bond to the govern- 
ment and not to the members. Therefore, he 
is a disbursing officer of the government, and 
consequently the government and not the 
members is the loser. However, the treasurer 
has the different members’ receipts, which it 
seems will kill that. Then they 
claim that the treasurer paid the money 
to Silcott before it was due, and consequently, 
on that ground the government is the loser. 

There are numbers of other grounds upon 
which the members expect to recover, and it is 
evident that by united action they are going to 
do something besides passing a special appro- 
priation bill to get their money back, but it 
will be a month or more before they can get it.

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Jail—His Career There. 
Datvas, Ga., December 6.—[Special. j—At 
9:29 the train arrived in Dallas, There was a crowd 

at the depot amounting to a hundred or more, anx- 
ious to see the man charged with so many crimes. 
Dale’s identity with Nutall was the subject of gen- 
eral conversation all day long, and the people of this 
quiet little town were stirred as they have never 
been stirred before. When Sheriff Moon 

off the train a chorus of voices were heard to ask 
“Which is Nutall? Which is Dale?’ The proces- 
sion which marebed up towards the heart of the 
town was augmented every step until it seemed as 
if the entire population had turned out to see the 
prisoner. Even the negroes were on the alert, and 
one burly fellow remarked, “‘Dat’s de sameman. 

On the way up town Dale remarked: “There is @ 
house I built when I was here before—that biack - 
smith shop. I hung out my sign there when I first 
came to Dallas” The building is a low-roofed 
affair, and is yery much the worse for wear. a | 
joined the Methodist church right over there,” he 
said, pointing to the Methodist church; “and began 
asa preacher in the Methodist church February 
24th, 1882. I remained with them unzil June 25th, 
when I joined the Baptist,.and have been a member 
ever since.” 

Sheriff Moon conducted his prisoner to the 
Paulding county jail, which is a two-story brick 
building, the sheriff living in the apartments on the 
first floor.

He was sound asleep when 
the tramp of many feet awoke him. He reised up 
with a look of terror in his eyes as if he feared that 
he was going to be taken out and injured, but 
when he saw that his room-mate was a 
quiet looking man, he turned over and went to 
sleep again. Dale did not like his cheerless lodz- 
ings, but he made the best ofa bad job and made 
himself as comfortable as possible, 

The committal trial will occur this morning, and 
Judge Ivey Thompson, of Anderson & Thompson, 
will appear as counsel for the defense. So far the 
cloud seems to be gathering around the prisoner, and 
nearly eyerybody here considers him as being 
identical with Nutall, of North Carolina. After con- 
siderable inquiry it was learned that when Dale 
came here, he occu pied guartersfin the old Ma: onic 
hall, after that he went to Pinkard’s 
blacksmith shop and remained there 
keeping books for Pinkard, while he ran the little 
jewelry shop next door, Dale boarded with a sister 
ot his last wife, and a scavdal broke out which 
caused a temporary separation between husband 
and wife, Dale then changed his boarding place, 
joined the church, and Mrs, Smith moving to Dallas 
rom Rockmart, he married her daughter. 
The lady with whom he had been 
fimplicated in the scandal became 
reconciled to her husband, and the matter was 
dropped. After Dale married, be remained here for 
afew monthsandthen sold out and removed to 
Atlanta, after which he was practically forgotten by 
the people of Dallas, 

Dale was converted under the preaching of Rev.

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A Fund for the Family and a Statue. 

A meeting will be held at the chamber of 
gommerce today at 12 o’clock to take prop- 
@F steps towards the raising of a fund for 
the family of Mr. Davis and for the erection 
of a heroic statue of our illustrious dead at 
some suitable point in the city of Atlanta. 

Surely there will mot be the slightest 
trouble in raising an abundant fund for both 
these purposes—and of course they will be 
kept separate and distinct. A telegram from 
the New York World, printed elsewhere, 
shows what that powerful paper asks the 
privilegeof co-operating in amovement for 
fund for Mrs.'Davis. Governor Gordon, with 
ebaracteristic promptness, has asked that 
every confederate veteran association will 
make a collection on Mr. Davis’s funeral 
day for the benefit of his family. From 
both of these sources will come a large re- 
gponse, and both deserve the gratitude of 
the people. A number of gentlemen have 
already sent subscriptions to each of the 
funds to THE CONSTITUTION. 

Several times in the past few years at- 
tempts have been made to induce Mr. Davis 
to accept a fund from the hands of his 
countrymen. All the time he has steadily 
declined. An ample fund should be raised 
now without delay and presented to his 
family. Whatever proportions it reaches, 
it should be invested for the benefit of his 
Joved ones, and its proceeds administered 
from their hands. Georgia will do her part 
in making this fund, in some sort, com- 
mensurate with what the south owes Mr. 
Davis. 

A fund should also be raised, that shall 
place on some conspicuous bill in Atlanta, 
a@magnificent statue of \the first and last 
president of the confederate states. This 
should be made of commanding and heroic 
size, and the best of artists should be 
brought tothe work. THE CONSTITUTION 
has already sent Mr. Orion Frazee, of this 
city, to make adeath mask of the dead 
president, and has secured Mrs, Davis’s 
permission that he shall do so, 

Let us meet today, at 12 o0’clock, at the

Victims of Republicanism. 

Judge David M. Key, who was ap- 
pointed postmaster-general by Mr. Hayes, 
and who has since that time been a repub- 
lican, has recently written a very interest— 
ing letter on sectionalism. Judge Key is 
of the opinion that there remains among 
the southern people very little of the spirit 
of sectionalism that grew out of the old 


fontroversy about slavery. He goes on to 
pay: 

If a southern white man or woman places him- 
self or herself on terms of social equality 
with the colored people, visits them upon 
equal terms, dines with them af their own 
homes ~ or at the table of the. white 

pn, the white man or woman so doing 
falls out of the southern social world. If one from 
the north comes here and piaces himself upon 
terms of social equality with the colored race, he 
too, finds the door of southern society shut against 
him; but his fall is nowise different in form or con- 
sequences from that of the southern man who de- 
means himself similarly, This isthe rock upon 
which many excellent men and‘women from the 
porth have foundered. They come belieVing that 
the colored man has been wronged by his white 
meighbora. He enters the arena asthe champion 
of the colored man; criticises and assails the opin- 
jons, conduct and education uf the white man-and 
#00n places himself in antagonism to the whites. 
In such a contest it is easy tosee that the champion 
of the colored race soon h:s no social relations 
with his white neighbors, and he is not happy or 
patisfied in associations which are confined to the 
_ @olored race. Iam not asserting that thie condition 
of. affairs is right or wrong. I simply state the 
facts. 

To this Judge Key adds some facts in re— 
gard to the attitude of the republicans of 
East Tennessee. 

Our city is situated in what is called East Ten- 
messee; that part of the state situated east of the 
Cumberland mountains, and this section -of the 
state illustrates the truth of my position, There 
were never maby slaves in East Ténhessee. The 
sentimentof its inhabitants. was overwhelmingly 
in‘favor of the union. Its men, in very large num. 
Dere, fought in the federal armies, In the last 
election for president, the republican majority in 
East Tennessee was nearly 25,000. There are but 
two or three ccunties in East Tennessee which 
give democratic majorities. If appeal be made, 
however, to the rural republicans to support the 
colored nominee of their party, they refuse and 
will vote for a confederate instead when they 
have vo other choice, Ihave a summer place on 
Walden’s Ride, in a civil district which can cast 
about seventy-five votes. A majority of these yoters 
are republicans, and several of them were soldiers 
in the union armies, and yet in no election in which 
a colored man has been the nominee of the repub- 
lican party, and there have been several such nom- 
inations, has he been able to obtain more than five 
or six votes, and this isa fair sample of the con« 

' @uect of the rural civil districis, Sectionaliem has 
nothing todo withit. It is the pride and prejudice 
of race. 

This is precisely the attitude of the 
northern republicans. They make a great 
outcry about the treatment of the negroes 
at the south, and thén they turn around 
and treat the colored brethren worse. This 
is the testimony of the negroes themselves, 
The northern republicans not only do not 
associate with the negroes on terms of 
equality, but they will-not permit him to 
earn his living in the trades and professions 
that are open to him in all parts of the 
south. 

We have already referred to the refusal of 
the republicans in Aledo, Illinois, to sup- 
port republican candidates because thiey 
were negrocs, and our readers are familar 
with the school troubles in Ohio. In Law- 
rence Kansas, recently, 

‘white republicans 


cause an eruption in the schools, ‘‘If she 
is assigned,” hesaid, “I'll withdraw my 
children and so will the rest of you.’’ 

And so it goes. 


A Chance for the Macon Telegraph. 

We presume the Macon Telegraph will 
pursue its usual course in denouncing THE

Yes, the world’s first flippant verdict 
always hinges upon a man’s success or 
failure. But there is an appeal to history 
and to posterity. The vindication of Jeffer- 
son Davis and his people may safely be left 
to another generation of Americans. Pas- 
sion will not always rule the hour, and the 
day will come when the dead president of 
the confederacy will be calmly and justly 
judged by his countrymen.

The 
telegraphic advices, both through the medium 
of the press and to private individuals, had 
been so uniformly favorable that the many 
personal friends of the great leader had begun

And so it was that the nows which yester~ 
day’s Constitution bore to the people of 
Georgia was such a shock to them all. 

Today the outward evidences of the grief in 
the hearts of the people are to be seen on all 
sides. The public buildings—state, county 
and city—all the leading business establish- 
ments and many residences, are draped in 
mourning. The expressions of grief are uni- 


versal. > 

Governor Gordon at once sent telegrams to 
the governors of the other states suggesting 
memorial sérvices on the day of the burial. 
The responses to these telegrams show that 
the services will be universal throughout the 
south. 

A Fund Will Be Raised. 

Governor Gordon’s calk upon confederate 
veterans to contribute to a fund for the family 
of Mr. Davis appears in another column. 

Yesterday morning the following telegram 
was received from Colonel John A. Cockerill, 
editor of the New York World. It speaks for 
itself: 

New York, December 6, 1889.—Henry W. Gtady, 
Constitution: Is there any likelihood»of anybody in 
the south proposing to raise a fund for the benefit of 
the family of the late Jefferson Davis. Would THE 
CONSTITUTION be likely to take the matter up, and if 
so, what do you think of the propriety of baving 
the World co operate here in the north? 

JOHN A, COCKERILL, 

To this telegram the following reply was 
sent: 

“John A. Cockrell, care World, New York, 
N. ¥.: I thank you heartily for your dispatch. 
Three or four times in the past ten years, 
touched by Mr. Davis’s known poverty, we 
have started to make a fund for him, and once 
had a considerable amount subscribed without 
his knowledge, each time he _ grate- 
fully but firmly declined, saying 
that so many widows and orphans of our sol- 
diers, and so many disabled veterans them- 
selves, were poor and in need of the necessa- 
ries of life that all generous offerings had best 
be directed to them and to their betterments. 
He has grown steadily poorer, and I 
fear leaves his family nothing. I am 
now in communication with the friends of 
his family, and if permitted to raise a fund, 
the people of the south will spontaneously give 
all that is needed and more. But we shall ad- 
vise you promptly, and any voluntary offerings 
from the north would honor those who gave 
and be accepted in the south as evidence that 
the hostility of the north to a man who de- 
served no more of censure than his associates, 
but who went to the grave carryipg the whole 
burden of responsibility, is at last allayed.

We felt sure that the 
statue of our dead leader wou!d be made, and 
realized how important it was to have madea 
death mask of absolutely accurate measure- 
ments and conformation. We sent ajtelegram 
to Mr. Edgar H. Farrar,a warm and devoted 
friend of the family, asking that he secure 
permission for Mr. Frazee to do his work. Mr. 
Farrer wired us last night as follows from 
New Orleans: 

Henry W. GRADY, Atlanta, Ga.—Mrse. Davis has 
consented that Mr. Frazee shall make a death 
mask of Mr. Davis, andl wilibs glad to aid Mr. 
Frazee in this matter upon his presenting your 
credentials Epncgar H. FARKAR. 

Mr. Frazee left on the noontraim yesterday 
and will reach New Orleans at eleven o'clock 
this morning. He carried with him plaster 
and inmplements and will doubtless complete 
the mask today. He will take a cast of Mr. 
Davis’s head and face and of his right hand, 
and will make such measurements and obser- 
vation as will be useful and indeed necessary 
to the sculptor who shall undettake the work 
of perpetuating in bronze or marble the form 
and features of Mr. Davis.

The next legislature granted the 
road the net hire of the convicts, and at a later 
date, under the adovivistration of Governor Mc- 
Daniel, an act was passed agreeing that if the road 
wasCompleted to a certain point by a given date the 
te should cancel theirbonds. The contract was 
complied with, and just befere the bonds were de- 
livered, a bill was filed agaiust Treasurer Hardeman 
forbidding him to deliver the bonds. 
“The bi!l was discussed, but between tne fileing 


7 .@nd the hearing of the motion, the legislature again 


convened and'a bill was introduced by Mr. Howell, 
of Webster, directing the treasurer to hold up the 
bonds uutiltbe matter, which was then pending 
before the general assembly, should be acted on by 
that body. The matter referred to in the resolu- 
tion was in the natare of a bili providing 
that the governor, with the assistance 
of the attorney- general, should investigate the dif- 
ferent contracts made with the Marietta and North 
Georgia road, and should they find that the consti- 
tution gave them the power to act, they were to re- 
fuse to cancel the bonds. If, however, they found 
that they had no authority, they should hold up 
the bonds until the end of the legislature justad- 
jurned, -Tiey decided that any action on their 
rt would be; unoonstitutional. Mr. Arni- 
elm, a few days before his death, introduced 
a bill in which he proposed to repudiate all con- 
tracts with the road. A few days before the /egisla- 
ture adjourned the bill was brought up and de- 
feated. Consequently the state returns the money. 
The governor .was absent from the capitol when 
the road presented their claim, and as Colonel Har- 
deman would not act except on his order, paymeut 
was postponed until today, when tt will be made,

AMALGAMATION THE CGRDEROF THE 


Powderly Arrives and Opposes the Organic 
Union—Enthusiastic Meeting at Central 
Turner Hall—The Land Question. 

The St. Louis convention of the Farmers 
and Laborers’ union did very little on Wednes- 
day, the second day of the session. The day 
was devoted to organizing committees and 
waking speeches. 

The ablest address of the day again came 
from A. J. Streeter, of Jilineis. Streeter 
makes point after point in favor of a general 
confederation of labor, industrial and agricul- 
tural, and brings in incidental pictures of the 
farmers’ woful ‘plight, with a quaint homeli- 
ness of speech that catches the convention at 
the close of every period, and Keeps them 
cheering ‘‘federated labor’’ all the time. 

COUNTRY MECHANICS. 

The committee on constitution and by-laws 
is struggling especially hard just now over one 
little word in the present constitution of the 
Farmers and Laborers’ union, buat their de- 
cision on that word may effect a gigantic 
change in the possibilities of future member- 
ship. The word being wrestled with is 
“country.”” Article 7, section 1, provides 
that no ono can become a member of the 
order unless he is a farmer, farm laborer, 
country mechanic, etc., and the elimina- 
tion of the word country before.“*mechanic’’ is 
being pleaded for vigorously. This would open 
up a vast field for consolidation, and as it will 
not be decided upon tntil after’ Powderly’s ap- 
pearance before the convention, the decision 
may be largely governed by the suceess of his 
argument for consolidation. C. W. Macune is 
chairman of the committee on constitution and 
by-laws. 

Ralph Beaumont, national lecturer of the 
Knights of Labor, who will visit the conven- 
tion with Powderly, and whose. lecture last 
night was attended by many of the farmers, 
says that he welcomes the desire of the farmers 
for co-operation with the Knights as an evi- 
dence that they have at last learned that the 
interests of the two are identical, and that both 
are striving to attain the same ends. Mr. 
Beaumont has no doubt that confedera- 
tion will be effected, and says that Powderly 
can show the farmers that the Henry George 
land doctrine indorsed by the knights is not 
antagonistic to their interests. 

The farmer delegates are all in favor of an 
inflation of the currency. Scratch ng hg of 
them and the old greenback party tint will 
inevitably show up. A favorite expression is: 
‘*‘We want the free coinage of silver, the poor 
man’s money.”’ 

The meeting of the Knights of Labor at Cen- 
tral Turner hall Wednesday night was well 
attended, conspicuous among the audience 
being many delegates to the farmers’ national 
convention now in session at the exposition 
building. In fact, it was a lovefeast, pure and 
simple, in which the farmer delegates com- 
mingled freely and fraternally with the 
laborers. O. R. Lake presided and in. 
troduced Lee Meriwether, state labor 
commissioner, who entertained the audience 
for a few moments, touching labor matters 
within the state. At the conclusionof Mr. 
Meriwether’s talk, Mr. Lake requested J. 
J. Streeter, of Illinois, late labor candidate for 
president, to take a seat upon the platform. 
Mr. Streeter was cordially received. Mr. 
Ralph Beaumont, general lecturer of the 
Knights of Labor, and the orator of the even- 
ing, was then introduced, and spoke at great 
length, occupying almost two hours. He was 
frequently applauded, and succeeded ad- 
mirably in holding the attention of his au- 
dience. He spoke upon the principles of the 
Kuights of Labor, devoting much of his time 
to an exhition of the public lunds question, as 
related to the laborer, He minutely detailed 
the building of the Pacific railroads and the 
government’s relation and _ responsibility 
thereto. Said he: ‘‘After twenty years how 
does our account stand with these Pacific 
railroads? We have paid in interest on these 
bonds ont of the _ public treasury 
upwards of $50,000,000. We stand responsible 
for the principal of $60,000,000 more. © gave 
them $52,000,000 worth of land, and what have 
we got toshow for it? Why, we have gota 
second mortage on the reads, and a European 
syndicate holds the first mortgage. The gov- 
ernment furnished the public credit to build 
these roads. Did these companies, when they 
received this credit, allow American labor to 
earn it? Not a bitof it. They made a con- 
tract with the six Chinese companies uf San 
Francisco to furnish 15,000 Chinamen for three 
years at $15 per month and found, and 
agreed to carry their bones home to China in 
case they died on their hands. The reason 
that they did not hire American labor was 
that the price at that time was $2.50 per day.”’

DALE IN DALLAS. 


TRE CASE OF THE JBIAN OF MANE 


ALIASES 18 CONTINUED. 


Mr. Walter R. Dale, Alias J. O.°H.iNutall, Is 
Carried to Dallas After a Good Deal of 
Legal Quibbling in the Courts. 


Mr. Dale, or Mr. Nutall, as the case may be, 


was taken to a photographer yesterday 


morning early, and a number of pictures 
taken. 

The best photo was one with a beaver on, 
which is a fac simile of the man accused of so 
many crimes. 

He submitted; without objection, to. the pro- 
cess, and examined the negatives himself to 
see if the pictures were correct likenesses. 

At 9:30 o’clock-a curious crowd had-collected 
about the entrance of Judge Pat Owens’s 
office to get a look atthe man whose stfange 
case has excited such wide-spread interest. 

But he did not appear. The sheriff of Pauld- 
ing county having telegraphed that he would 
be here on the first train, the whole case was 
transferred to Dallas, and: Mr. Dale remained 
in the custody’of Patrolman Bob Lawshe 

He expressed a desire to see his wife and 
family before he left: for Dallas, and his re- 
quest was complied with.

He wore glasses and 
a full beard. His hair was rather santly ar 
his face was of a peculiar kind, answeviug the 
dese iption of the prisoner to ths etter. 


Mr. McCord said_ that ne had avoided seeing 
Mr. Dale because he did not want to become a 
witner= arid get mixed up in the case, 

Tie remembers that there wasa baby born 
the couple soon after their arrival. 

Later on a lady from North Carolina came 
to Conyers and claimed the girl as her duugh- 
ter.

WAGES IN CHINA, 


Artisans Who Work for Starvation Wages 
and Never Strike. 
From the Washington Star. 

The state department has received a report 
from Consul Pettus, stationed at Ningpo, giving 
statistics in regard to labor and wages in China. 
He says: *‘Wages have not increased bere for years, 
and strikes never occur, Trouble is rarely experi- 
enced, as laborers are confined to districts where 
they are employed. No laborer is allowed to be 
employed outside of his district. He may, by gen- 
eral consent, join laborers of another district; not 
otherwise. 

‘House servantsare better paid than any other 
class of laborers. ‘They are intelligent, aud have 
to be honest and faithful, otherwise they will fail 
to procure letters for good service, without which 
they will be thrown out of employment.”’ 

He appends a table of wages of laborers and 
artisans in his o@m district. Barbers make $4 
&® month and blacksmiths $5. Block cutters, 
boat bullders and boatmen get 30 cents a day, 
and bricklayers 20 cents. Makers of brick are 
paid $4 a month, and cabinet makers, carpen- 
ters and carvers, 22 to 30 cents a day. Coffin 
makers are paid 25 cents a day for their grue- 
some toil, and chair bearers get 30 cents a day for 
carrying their superiors. Coolies, the common 
laborers, receive but 20 cents a day, and female cot- 
ton spinners even less, 10 cents, Clerks get % a 
month with board, and cooks get the same. Dyers 
are aristocrats among the laborers, receiving $8 a 
month, and embroiderers get 380 cents a day. A 
farmer is paid from $3 to $4 a month, with his 
board. Fishermen are paid from $15 to $20 
for a season, which lasts about two months, 
Fan makers are paid 30 cents a day and gold 
and silver workers from 25 cents to 40 cents, Har- 
vesters get 20 centa a day, painters21, plumbers 24, 
potters the same, rice cleaners and reapers 25, salt 
makers 20, silk spinners 80, and female silk winders 
14 cents, Sailors recelve from $4 to $8 a month, 
with board, and soldiers $5 a month, with uniforms 
Straw hat makers get 12 cents a day, tea pickers 14 
cents, tea sorters 10 cents, tea firers 30 cents. tailors 
14 cents, with board, and umbrella makers 20 cents 
Salesmen get $4a month and tea packers $8. Those 
ates are all paid by Chinese masters.
